fpread through the country . So refpedable 
is the order in that kingdom, that, in the 



courfc of thirty years, not lefs than iixteeri 
Earls, befides Lords and Barotis have been 
proclaimed Grand Matters, and pMcedin the 
chair. 

TIL In Ireland* Mafonfy fotsnd but little 
encouragement frevious to the toiximctici- 
mentof the prefent century. And nothing 
■was regularly tranfaded by the Fraternity, 
until A. D. 1730, -whea yofTia itfi^g fiord 
Vifcount Kingtei, was choien Grand Maf-^

IV. After Mafonry : Itad ^ beata^ Xi^^ 

feUy^'esillfe^i^^rthe greater part of Europe 
and Aiia, and in fome of the more informed 
kingdoms of Africa : progreiling with civiliz- 
ation, it reached at length this weflem world. ^ 
In the chriftian era, 1733, St. John*s Grand 
Lodge was eflabliihed in Bofton under the 
jurifdiSion of the Grand Mate of England,

men in authority, and infpires all the virtues, 
which are elfential to the exigence of fociety. 
It inculcates filence and fecrecy, cheerfulnefs, 
mirth, temperance, economy, and the ftudy 
of the liberal arts.

The laft great duty refpea:, onKSEtvES, 
and we fulfil it by keeping within cdm'pafi';

avoiding intemperance and excefles' ; govern- 
ing our paHions, and reftraining our appe- 
tite^ ;, and by refitting temptations, that may 
lead to irrep^^^ Ea^^tory to human 
lUture, and unbecoming our lauaablc pro- 
fefTion. 

In point of rexigion, Mafonry is fiipe^ 
Tior to other inftitutions. , It embraces every 
denomination pfjpTofelTprs, tke Jew, the Ma- 
hometan, the Proteilant and Quaker, withf 
out giving offence to either.

clFcdts, when there is not a fpecimen to be 
produced imtbout the walk of the Lodge. 
Mafonry has but little that is oHenfible to 
recommend it totbe notice of mankind, and 
much to prejudice them againft it, Our meet- 
ings, which court the darknefs of .the night 
and an afFedled concealment, give an appear- 
ariCb "df Ipme dark defign, fbme deep laid 
plot or tremendous Confpiracy againll the 
ftate. . The myitery that envelopes atrr pro- 
ceeding; rather tends to ftagger the belief, 
and confirm .thejS^v^o^^'^iijedtures* than to 
convince a reafonable mind/ '^ffte'iLindifco- 
verable 'fecrets^ which have firft awakened 
and then mifled the curiolity of the inquiii- 
ILVT, which are dearer than life, and whjch 
cbiicty can never reveal^, mark the fociety 
down among the ignorant atid vulgar for a 
great deception, and its members for jug- 
glers and impoftors. The unfriendly tradi- 
tions of the mode of making a Mafon, which 
have been faithfully tranfmitted, induftriouC- 
ly^^ropagated and crammed down the thrpats 
of,i|^c credulous, excite alarm, and llrengthen 
the belief, of pur pagan rituals ^atid the mofl 
unrelenting inhumanity.
